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GUY M. WILSON, MASTER OF THE ROYAL ARMOURIES AT THE TOWER OF LONDON, 
LECTURES AT THE CLEVELAND MUSEUM OF ART ON MAY 23 


Guy M. Wilson, Master of the Armouries at the Tower of London, London, England, 
will discuss the production and decoration of arms and armor for war, sport, and self-defense 
from the Renaissance to the French Revolution at The Cleveland Museum of Art on Sunday, 
May 23, at 2:00 pm. His free public lecture is titled "The Forges of Vulcan: Art, Violence, and 
the Ascendancy of Europe." Mr. Wilson will weave into his presentation a description of the 
Royal Armouries and other great European armor collections, including fascinating details from 
the history of the legendary Tower of London. His lecture complements a free exhibition drawn 
from the Museum’s collection. The Forge of Vulcan: European Arms and Armor, on view at the 
Cleveland Museum through May 30, 1993. 

Mr. Wilson, who received his master of arts degree from the University of Oxford, joined 
the Royal Armouries in 1972, holding several positions before being appointed to his present 
post in 1988. In 1984 he was named a fellow of the prestigious Society of Antiquaries of 
London. He is a member of the British Commission for Military History, the Arms and 
Armour Societies of Great Britain and Denmark, and other historical societies. He is the 
author of Treasures from the Tower (1975) and co-author (with A.V.B. Norman) of the catalogue 
for the popular exhibition. Treasures from the Tower of London, which traveled to Toronto and 
Cincinnati in 1983.
